The sixteen men who were in- 
jured all have a chance of recovery.

The report is prepared from persoval observation, 
statements of participants, official papers, and from 
presumably authentic publications. 


Tue Siamese Admiral, according to the Paris De- 
bats, makes himself out to be a descendant of a 
Richelieu who emigrated after the revocation of 
the Eiict of Nantes. He calls himself Armand Du- 
plessis de Richelieu. He is fair, with reddieb hair, 
avd looks like a German. He speaks German, 
French and English. He bas been twenty years in 
Siam, ard beean bis career as master of a cutter. 
He is considered a competent seaman, and has been 
a favorite with the present King. 


THE corre-pordent of the New York Tribune 
says: “There is joy, great joy, in the British breast 
over the three defeats of the Navahoe, and still 
greater over ber parrow escape from capsizing in 
the fresh breeze, which was baifa gale of wind, on 
Tbrureduy. This ¢xultation aris«s from po ili will, 
but from tbe conviction that the British models 
bave now been proved the best for all but light 
winds. This belief ray be premature, but it is now 
general among Enoglish yacotsmen. The Navahoe 
is, nevertheless, admired and her owner liked, aud 
due praise is given to the yacht for her undoubted 
merits and to Mr. Carroll fer his enterprise and 
gallantry. The German Emperor's preserce is 
thought to let d considerable splendor to the Cowes 
meeting, but most yachtsmen think the Queen's 
Cup eugbt to have gone, not to the Meteor, nut to 
the Valkyrie, diequalificed for a purely technical 
reasop.”’

A coukT of inquiry has been appointed to ascer- 
tain tLe cause aud fix the responsibility for the bad 
state of preservation of the U. S. 8. Atlanta. A 
boara of survey bas recently reported that **tnhe ves- 
sel is generally in a bad state of preservation. Her 
condition as to cleanliness is not satisfactory, and ino 
many compartments rust and scale are painted 
over. The condition of deterioration generally is not 
such as can be wholly ascribed to ordinary wrar avd 
tear of the Service. he coal buokers and fire room 
bul kueads and boilers ure much corroded, the water 
tight doore to and from the coal bunkers and pro- 
tective deck, hatches and secutties are badly corrod- 
ea anc in such condition that effective use would be 
out ofthe question.” The board aiso made the dis- 
covery that the ship has 4 list tostarboard of about 
six degrees. They could find no reason for this. It 
is estimated by the board that $62,826 will be re- 
quired for repairs to the hull, whico will include the 
removal of the whole superstructure aod spar deck 
planking and a rearrangement of the junior offivers’ 
quarters 80 as to provide double staterooms.

Whether or not the men of 61 63 wore the straight or 
curved visor is immaterial; the cap is ey | 
the same. I[n war as in love, there issentiment. It 
would be a poor army tnat bad neither love or 
sentiment forit« fagand uniform. What keeps the 
traditional scarlet uniform of the British? Isn't it 
their glorious record of the past? We love the for- 
age cap. Every family bas a oberished picture of a 
loved one who wore it. It is in our burial places. 
Around it are entwineé memories of the past never 
¢qualled for its feats of arms. Sonali we give up all 
of (bis because some men have beads so shaped that 
they cannot keep the capon and sneeze? Such 
a soldier who finds neither utility or honorin his 
uniform sbould give place to one who will wear 
with pride what be disdains. 

Another critic thinks tbere is as much reason for 
wearing the uniform of 1776 as that of 1861. There 
was a vast difference bet wen the surrouno!res and 
habits of the Armies of 1776 aud that of 1861, but 
there is scarcely a difference be. ween the mea who 
served in 1861 and those who might serve now, aod 
neither the breech loader or the magazioe gun 
make the present forage cap unsuitable, Oertaioly 
1t might be bettered; but it won't do to throw aside 
the cap dear to every beart, worn by our little ones 
with pride, the covering of 60,000 Ludding soldiers 
in our milit schools, and adupt the head gear of 
our traditional enemies, or that of the most srro- 
gaot military despot in the world. The JoussaL 
bas been considerate of both sides, for whica they 
deserve thanks.

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THE VIOFORIA DISASTER. 


Wer have received a full report of the evi- 
dence taken by the Court-martial in the case 
of the loss of the Victoria, which met at 
Malta July 17, and this enables ua to give a 
more complete aecount of the disaster as described 
by the principal witnesses before that Court. The 
signa] for the manceuvre which resulted so fatally 
was hoisted on the Victoria at 3.88 P. m., Thursday, 
June 22. Staff Commander Hawkins Smith testified 
that just previous to this Vice Admiral Tryon con- 
sulted the charts with him and said: ‘‘I shall form 
the fleet into columns of two divisions of six cables 
apart and reverse the course by turning inwards,” 
adding ‘‘ you look out for the times.” ‘‘It then 
struck me at once,” Lieutenant Smith says, ‘‘ that 
our smallest turning circle being three cables, eight 
was the least possible distance it eould be done in, 
and I said it will require at least eight cables for 
that, sir." He replied, after a moment’s hesitation: 
‘Yes, it shall be eight cables.’ I then took the 
charts forward on deck.’’ 

The fieg lieutenant, Lord Gillford, was next sent 
for and he testified that, when the admiral ordered 
him to make the signal, he gave him at the same 
time a small piece of paper, upon which was written 
the figure 6, nothing else. Seeing the signal six 
cables flying, the staff commander went aft to the 
flag lieutenant and said: ‘* Have you not made a mis- 
take? The admiral said eight cables.” He replied: 
‘No, I think net,” and showed the piece of paper with 
the figure 6 upon it in pencil and in what appeared to 
be the admiral’s handwriting. Thinking it was a 
mistake, arising from the admiral’s original pur- 
pose, the flag lieutenant was requested to go down 
and make sure. This he did and sent a message by 
one of the signal men saying the admiral had or- 
dered uim to keep six cables flying. At this point 
Oaptain Bourke testifies as follows: 


After the flag lieutenant left the cabin, the Coxf- 
mander-in-Chief went and sat in the stern walk. It 
was then that the fisg lieutenant came down to say 
that the staff commander had told him eight cables 
was to be the signal, while he—the admiral—had 4 
dered six. I then said to the admir.l, or words to 
this effect, “* You certainl» said it was to be more 
than six cables.” The admiral then said to the flag 
lieutenant, ** Leave it six cables,’’ and the flag lieu- 
tenant went on deck. After the flag lieutenant left 
I reminded the Commander-in-Chief that our circle 
was 800 yards. { cannot remember his exact words, 
but he said rather shortly, a little sharply, some- 
thing to this effect—‘“* That is all right; leave it at 
six cables.” 

Staff Commander Hawkins Smith, who saw Ad- 


miral Tryon after the collision, said that he had no 
conversation with him concerning it, but he heard 
the admiral make use of this expression, ‘‘ It was 
entirely my doing, entirely my fault.” Lord Gill- 
ford heard him make the same remark, as he was 
standing alongside of him. *‘He said nothing 
else.” 

The concurrent testimony of these witnesses 
would seem to make it clear that the admiral dis- 
tinctly intended the manoeuvre which resulted so 
fatally, and that he would, had he lived, assumed 
the responsibility for it. 

Captain Bourke testified as to his private conver- 
sation with the Admiral with great reluctance,,an d 
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nly after the court had positively ordered him to 
oso. He was unwilling to repeat a conversation 
oneerning the matter when the other witness to it 
as not there to give his own version of it. The 
ag Heutenant testified to hearing the conversation 
» the chart house, and that as soon as the Admiral 

ve permission the port engines were reversed, and 
most immediately afterwards the starboard en- 
nes also. 

When the signal for the manceuvre came down 
nd the helm of the Victoria was put over, Captain 
bourke said to the admiral, who was then with him 
n the top of the fore charthouse, ‘‘ We shall be 
ery close to that ship,” meaning the Camperdown. 
sto this, this witness said: 

{then turned round to Mr. Lanyon, midshipman, 
ho was my aide-de-camp, and told him to take the 
jstance to the Camperdown. To the best of my re- 
oliection When I spoke to the admiral he looked 

but made no answer at all. After I spoke to 
r. Lanyon | again said, “* We bad better do some- 
bing. e shall be very close to the Ca pe 
ll this time we were turning. I then said to the 
imiral, receiving no answer, * May I[ go astern full 
peed with the port screw?” I asked this question 
o the best of my belief twice or three times quick- 
'y, one after the other. At last he said “‘Yes.”’ The 
ort telegraph was immediately put full speed, and 
ithout further orders, very shortly after, ordered 
oth screws to be put at full speed astern. The 
Jamperdown was then certainly on our starboard 
ow. We bad turned eight points. The collision oo- 
urred, as nearly as he could judge, from three and 
half to four minutes after the signal had been 
roed down. Almost directly we commenced to 
urn I began to say something to the admiral about 
sing too close to the Camperdown. That went on 
he whole time, with the exoeption of the time 
hen | spoke to Midshipman Lanyon, and told him 
o take the distance to the Cam: own. When l 

id to the admiral “We must do something,” he 
nade no answer, but turned aft—I suppose to see 
hether the helm was acting. He never answered 
peatall. [should say the time that elapsed after 
spoke to the admiral till the screw was reversed 
as about thirty seconds. 


There was a conflict of evidence as to the orders 
nthe Camperdown as to going astern. Several 
ficers testified that the order was given to go full 
peed astern, and that the telegraph so indicated. 
Dthers testified that the order was three-quarters 
peed astern, and this was the speed at whioh the 
ngines were runniug at the time of the collision. 

When the signal for columns of divisions, six 
ables apart, was reported to Admiral Mark- 
amon the Camperdown, by the flag lieutenant, 
esaid: ‘*It is impossible as it isan impractiea- 
le manceuvre.”” He ordered the signal he was re- 
ating kept at the top as an indication that he did 
ot understand it. He says: 


Ithen walked forward to the fore-bridge and met 
apt. Johnstone coming aft to me for directions. 1 
idto Capt. Johnstone, “{t is all right, don’t do 
pytbing. I have not answered the signal.” I then 
ent aft to the after-bridge, and directed the flag- 
euternant tosemaphore to the Commander-ia Chief 
o know 1f he wished the evolution to be performed 
indicated by the signal. Before the signal could 
e made, the flag lieutenant reported to me that the 
om mander-in-Ohief had made a signal asking what 
was waiting for. I made the signal back. “Because 
do not quite understand tbe signal.” This signal 
as taken ip on board the Victoria, and Camper- 
om pennants were also hoisted by the Vietoria as 
0 indication that we were delaying the mznceuvre. 
t then flashed across my mind that there was only 
be interpretation of the signal, and that was that 
Was to put my helm down and turn sixteen points 
rboard, and the Victoria would ease her helm 
own and circle round outside my division.

Oaptain Johnstone, of the Camperdown, said: 
‘*When an order is delivered by an officer in com- 
mand, natarally a competent officer, an order 
which he has probably carefully thought ont, 
perhaps worked out mathematically, there is ex- 
treme danger in any one on the spur of the mo- 
mont presuming to act contrary to the literal direc- 
tions given. Had the Oommander-in-Ohief circled 
round the second division, which seemed the only 
reasonable interpretation of his signal, the power 
of avoiding the danger rested entirely with him, 
and not with the second division. In that case, 
had any other movement been made than the one 
carried out by the Camperdown, the Commander- 
in-Ohief’s intentions must have been entirely frus- 
trated, and perhaps great danger of a collision 
incurred.” 

Lieutenant Hamilton, officer of the watch on the 
Camperdown, said : ‘* Captain Johnstone said to 
me, ‘Can we turn in this distance?’ I said, ‘ No.’ 
He then said, ‘ What is the tactical diameter?’ I 
said, ‘800 yards. We are 1,200 yards apart now.’ 
When Admiral Markham came forward, shortly 
before the helm was ordered over, he remarked to 
me, ‘ We cannot do this, can we?’ I said, ‘No, it 
is not possible.’ He then remarked, partly to me 
and partly to Captain Johnstone, who was stand- 
ing by, ‘ He must be going to-circle round us, pass- 
ing on the port.’ Then he said, ‘ What is the rule, 
Johnstone, port side to port side?’ Oaptain John- 
stone said, ‘ Yes, I believe so.’ ” 

Oaptain Acland, of the Zdgar, also testified that 
he delayed answering the signal believing the ma- 
nosuvre to be impossible or dangerous. ‘‘On looking 
at the signal book it flashed across his mind that, 
as there was no way of carrying out that signal un- 
less one division circled around the other, and as 
ordinarily the ships passed port to port, the ad- 
miral intended to baul down the second division 
turning-signal first, and then to circle the first di- 
vision round the second. With that in his mind 
he went outside the chart-house again, and seeing 
nearly all the other ships had hoisted the answering 
pennant, he thought the manewuvre had possibly 
been done before in the fleet, and told the lieuten- 
ant to hoist the answering pennant.” 

Staff Commander Smith thought the collision 
might have been avoided by putting the port screw 
of the Victoria and the starboard screw of the 
Camperdown on full speed astern and that, if not 
avoided altogether, its force would have been les- 
sened. Both vessels had preserved the circle as 
nearly as they could, but the divisions should have 
been ten cables apart for safety. He said: “I 
think if either of the two ships had reversed her 
serew and helm before she got to eight points— 
that is to say, the starboard screw of the Victoria 
or the port screw of the Camperdown, so that the 
ship should turn outwards—the collision might 
have been averted. But the time was too limited 
to think of anything of that sort.” 

Navigating Lieutenant Barr, of the Camper- 
down, thought that the collision could have been 
avoided, even when the ships were end on, if either 
of them had reversed her helm. 

In manoeuvring, the helm of each vessel was 
governed by the turning circle of other ships and 
**hard-a-port,” on the Camperdown was understood 
to mean twenty-eight degrees, this being seven de- 
grees less than the extreme helm of the Victoria. 
Capt. Johnstone,of the Camperdown, thought that if 
the extreme helm had been given to the Camper- 
down, and the starboard screw revereed full] speed, 
she might have escaped the Victoria, but would, in 
all probability, have collided with the ship astern. 
Admiral Markham thought that a _ collision 
between the Camperdown and the Victoria 
might have been averted after the two vessels had 
turned three or four points. 

Oaptain Bourke heard no order given after 
the collision to abandon ship and no order was 
sent, so far as he knew, to the men in the engine 
room tocome up. A very large proportion of the 
stokers and marines could not swim and many of 
those who could were dragged down by their com- 
rades, the water being so thick with drowning men 
that there was not room to swimin. The whole 
medical staff went themselves to the sick bay, and 
all the sick were removed on deck. Two prisoners 
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the sentry on duty before the cells was sent on 
deck as an eseort. Both the prisoners were saved. 

No one realized the danger. All on déek 
had fallen in four deep. Some one gave the order 
“Right about turn,” and the whole ship’s company 
turned to the right about and ‘faced to the ship’s 
side. The wonderful command every man had over 
himself is shown by the fact that not a single man 
fell out of the ranks to go to the ship’s side. Nobody 
gave them any order until just as the ship was 
turning over, Lieutenant Heath gave the order to 
jump. Then a number of men went to the ship’s 
side and clambered over. Some of those on the 
port side, especially those near the guys, escaped in 
this way. Those on the starboard side were less 
fortunate. There was no explosion when the ship 
sank. She was sixty fathoms long and when she 
went down head first in seventy-five or eighty 
fathoms of water the tremendous shock asshe struck 
the bottom broke up the boilers. Then came a great 
swirl of water, carrying with it spars and wreck- 
age, and many men were struck by spars and other 
objects. A number are now in hospital with 
broken ribs. Some must have been caught by the 
ship when she turned over. The diameter of the 
cirele formed by the agitation of the water was 
about a cable and a balf. It was round this circle 
that the survivors were picked up, none inside, 
Undoubtedly a great many men were sucked down. 

One officer who was on the starboard side, besides 
Dr. Moon and a sailmaker, went right round the ship 
under water. They were on the starboard side, and 
the ship went right over them. 

“lose watertight doors,” was piped about a 
minute before the eollision, by order of the execu- 
tive officer, Lieut. Heath, and the order to reverse 
both screws about the same time. 

So far as we can judge from the testimony, the 
court reached the only conclusion possible. The 
evidence whieh threw the blame upon the dwad 
Admiral bore every indication of truthfulness, and 
was supported by several witnesses whose state- 
ments were confirmatory It proved that Ad- 
miral Tryon ordered and directed the manwuyre 
with such complete personal participation that no 
man on his own ship would have been justified in 
disobedience. 

As to Admiral Markham, he simply obeyed an 

order which was explicit, clear and insisted upon 
under circumstances of virtual protest on his part, 
He might have disobeyed and shielded himself un- 
der a memorandum issued by Admiral Tryon 
in May, 1898, that allowed ship commanders to 
disobey an order that was likely to produce disas- 
ter, but sueh action is dangerous to discipline, if 
not subversive of it. If the subordinate holding 
independent command has reason to suspect ignor- 
ance, incapacity, or treason, or even criminal reck- 
lessness on the part of his superior, duty to his 
trust may not merely authorize, but require diso- 
bedience, but not when a mere conflict of opinion 
arises. The papers say tbat course was taken a 
year or two ago in this very mancuvre ordered, 
singularly enough, by Admiral Tryon, but not 
carried out because the subordinate commander ne- 
glected to obey. What would be the resultof a 
Court-martial in which the defendant was allowed 
to plead that in defence of his action he did not 
agree with his commanding officer ? 
No judgment of a court can recover the noble 
vessel, but in declaring the pre-eminence of diseip- 
line and obedience among all issues that arise out 
of naval service we believe the court has reached 
the only conclusion possible to intelligent men. 














MepicaL officers of the Army have been 
having a contest with the Inspector General’s De- 
partment over the question of inspecting medical 
stores and property with a view to condemnation. 
They take the ground that the inspectors lack 
knowledge of medical matters required to qualify 
them for such work, while the inspectors hold that 
the law requires that inspections shall be made by 
officers not connected with the Department having 
property to be condemned; also that it does not re- 
quire expert knowledge to pass judgment upon 
property of the Medical Department. The Seore- 
tary of War has decided in favor of the Ingpector 
General, as will be seen by orders issued this week.

A DESPATCH from Monterey, Mexico, states that 
there has been unearthed, not far from the old cita- 
del, a lot of human skeletons which indicate by their 
large size that they are those of Americans, prob- 
ably soliiers of Gen. Zichary Taylor, who fell in 
the first attack on Black Fort in September, 1846.

Some interesting reports on Post Exchange me- 
thods, as at present administered, have reached the 
Headquarters of the Army, with special reference 
to the system of * taking stock; '’ the presence of 
commissioned officers at the pay table to collect in- 
dividual accounts; the discontinuance of credit 
sales, and as to whether or not it would be benefic- 
ial to make the permanent fixtures appertain to the 
Post, so that change of garrison would not material- 
ly affect the Exchange.

Ayn important conference toox place Thursday in 
the office of the Secretary of the Navy, to take pre- 
cautionary steps against the spread of yellow fever 
in Pensacola, two well-defined cases having been 
reported to the Surgeon General of the Marine 
Hospital Service. There were preseat at the con- 
ference, besides Secretary Herbert, Secretary La- 
mont, Surgeon General Wymana, Surgeon General 
Sternberg, ofthe Army; Surgeon General Tryon, of 
the Navy; Senator Pasco aod Representative Mal- 
lory, of Florida; Mayor Chipley, of Pensacola, and 
Surgeon Carter, of the Marine Hospital service. 
As a result of the conference prompt measures will 
be taken, the Army, Navy and Marine Hospital Ser- 
vice co-operating with the State authorities to stamp 
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out the disease. The Secretary of the Navy has 
teleeraphed the commandant of the Navy-yard 
at Pensacola to take immediate steps to pre- 
vent all communication between the yard and 
the city and granting permission for all the 
officers of the yard, except the Surgeon, to leave 
the reservation. The cordon about the reser- 
vation which Secretary Herbert has ordered will be 
turned over to Surgeon General Wyman. The Sec- 
retary of War has also taken steps for the preven- 
tion of the disease at Fort Barrancas, where two 
troops of soldiers are stationed. He has ordered 
the garrison to transfer immediately to Fort Mo- 
Pherson, Ga. 








RECENT DEAS. 


Tu death of Colonel Henry Moerehouse Black, 
retired, at Chicago, on Saturday morning last was a 
great shock gnd surprise,as he had not been ill. 
Those who had but recently seen him marvelled at 
the talland erect figure of the old soldier, who, 
though in the 67th year of bis age, seemed as active 
and as capable of military duty as he was over forty- 
six years ago, when he stepped proudly up to re- 
ceive bis diploma at the U. 8. Military Academy, one 
of the floest specimens of physical manhood that 
ever left the Corps of Cadets, which, throughout all 
his fifty-one years of military service, he honored 
and dignified by a character, public and private, 
without stain or reproach. In 1842 Henry M. Biack 
was appointed a cadet at the United States Military 
Academy from the State of Pennsylvania, in which 
he had been born fifteen years before. He was 
commissioned a brevet second lieutenant in the 4th 
Infantry in 1847. A‘terward she was transferred to 
the 7th Infantry, and subsequently (1855) was pro- 
moted to a first lieutenant in the 9.n Infantry. 
He hecame a Captain in the same regiment the fol- 
lowing year, and in July, 1863, was made a Mejor of 
the 7th Infantry. The next year, while he was on 
duty on the Pacific Coast as colonel of the 6:b Oali- 
fornia Infantry, he was summoned to the Head- 
quarters of the Army at Washington, and much 
against his will was assigned to duty as Command 
ant of Cadets at the U. 8. Military Academy at West 
Point. Aside from his earnest desireto continue on 
duty with troops in the field, Colonel Black’s mod. 
est nature (which several times in life proved a 
stumbling block to his advancement) prompted him 
to go direct to Mr. Stanton, who was then Secretary 
of War, and protest that he was not the right man 
for the responsible position of Commandant of Oa- 
dets. Whether through admiration for the young 
major who had thus dared to approach boldly a 
military power whom in those days most men fear- 
ed too much even to meet, Secretary Stanton re- 
plied that he had his own reasons for the selection 
aod insisted that Major Black was the right man 
for the place and further promised to support 
and sustain the new Commandant in whatever he 
should do in the administration of his new offi se. 

Io 1865 Major Black was brevetted a lieutenant- 
colonel and continued as Commandant ef Cadets 
until July <, 1870. Tosay that he was loved aad re- 
vered by the Corps over which he presided so long 
would be to express but mildly the devotion to au- 
thority and discipline which the personal influence 
of Colonel Black inspired in his young Spartas-like 
charges. [It may be justly said, without prejudice to 
any other commandant at West Polnt, that no man 
in that office ever won the confidence, the loyalty, 
the support, or indeed ever awakened a keener 
sense of honor and chivalric feeling in the cadet 
breast, than did Oolonel Black, who was named aad 
known forever afterwards as “ Black Harry.”’ His 
long black beard, his tall commanding figure, his 
deep sonorous thunder-lixe voice, mad: him threat- 
ening to the timid and awe-inspiring even to the 
bold on parade, but in the closer and more personal 
relationship of cadet and commandant, he made 
every boy, without regard to class or condition, fesl 
that he was their friend and adviser as well as their 
commander. Doubtless many a cadet who now 
wears the officer’s uniform re:lizes to-day that but 
for the kindly encouragement and advice then 
given by “Black Harry” his effort to pass 
through the crucible test of cadethood would have 
failed. A stricter disciplinarian than he never ex- 
ercised command in or out of West Point, and yet 
no commander was ever kindlier or more consider- 
ate. When once asked by a young officer (and this 
too, only two days before his sudden death) why it 
was that notwithstanding other officers had so often 
been reproved he himself had never had a harsh 
word from the Colonel, Colonel Black replied: 
*“* Maybe you didn’t deserve it, sir... Tnoen he added: 
“The Army is 8 great place tostudy human nature. I 
have always observed and studied men very 
closely.” Theft he went on to relate how upon one 
occasion when a& young candidate fiading that he 
was to be president of the bvard to examine him, 
became so frightened and discouraged that he was 
afraid to appear before the board. Uol, Black, how- 
ever, took the young man aside and stimulated his 
cournge,.and as it afterwards proved Ool. Black was 











he young man’s salvation. He bad the faculty , 
discovering the better nature and true ability wi 
in all mea with whom he cameia contact, and 
treated them accordingly, fairly and without prej 
dice. He was the friend of the younger men of t} 
Service, and without doubt they were always jj 
friends and admirers. [n 1868 he was made licutey 
ant colonel of the 4:h [nfantry, in which twenty, 
one years before he had been com nissioned a br, 
vet 2d lieutenant, but was assigned to the 18:h] 
fant:y July 1, 1870, and in 1882 was promoted to 
coloueloy of the 231 Infantry, which he command 
till the date of his retirement Jan. 15, 1891. In 
early seventies Col. Black was with his regime 
(the 18th) on duty in South Carolina, and by his j 
and firm administration of command made ma 
friends among Southerners at a time when the F 
eral Army was not calculated to awaken friend 
feelings in Southern breasts. Had Col. Black be 
afforded the opportunity during the war there is 
telling to what rank he might bave attained, but bj 
nature was modest and he despised the political a 
dier. He was a member of the Michigan Commar 
ery of the Loyal Legion, the Societv of Califor 
Volunteers, and the Aztec Club of 1847. He leava 
widow and three daughters, one the wife of My 
Geo. M. Randall, 4th Lof., at whose house he died 
Chicago on Saturday Jast of heart ‘ailure; anoth 
the wife of Capt. J Rozier Clagett, 234 Inf., ando 
unmarried daughter Miss Lulu Biack who, with 
mother and sister, Mre. Randall, will continus 
the present to reside at 4,524 Lake Ave., Chicago.

A DISTINGUISHED Naval veteran, one of "Fa 
gut’s lieutenants in the War of the Rebellion, Re 
Admiral Thornton A. Jenkins, died August 9;

SEGMENTAL WIRE GUN. 


New Yoru, Aug. 7, 1893. 
Trustees of the Brown Segmental Wire Gun: 

GuyTLemen: [ have taken this opportunity, 
while we are waiting for powder, to submit my re- 
port after the 75th round of the official test, al- 
though we bave fired but seventy-four shots. The 
total number of shots that have fired 
from the five-inch gun is being ll at 
Birdsboro and 74 in the official test. Five shots 
gavea pressure of over 70,000 lbs. per square inch; 
one of which gave a pressure of over 75 ibs. per 
coome inch. Twenty-two gave a pressure of 

,000 lbs. per square inch. Twenty-three gave 
@ pressure of 50,000 Ibs, per square inch ; fifty-six 
of the entire number being fired at pressures 
exceeding 15 tons per square inch. which is the 
usual Ser vice pressure in the Nayy. In conse- 
quence of the fact that up tothe present time the 
manufacturers bave been unable to furnish us with 
& powder suitable for the gun, the maximu™ muz- 
zle velocity as yet obtained has only been 2,430 feet 
per second. The gun has stood the test in an ex- 
ceedingly satisfactory manner; and the Brown 
Breech Action bas proved itself more than satisfac- 
tory. Itis probable that the De Bange gas check 
will be used instead of the copper cup devised by 
Mr. Brown; the cup bas worked well, but there is 
danger that the cup may be forgotten in the excite- 
meat of action; 1n fact, this accident ocourred once 
during the test, when the gun was fired without a 
gas obeck. Mr. Brown's foresight in inserting es- 
cape ports for the gas, in case of accident, which is 
@ part of his system, prevented auy irjury to the 
breech-action by the rush of gas by the plock. Bx- 
cept the slight delay incident to cleaning off the 
biock, the accident. did not in any way affect the 
firing. This was an extremely severe test of the 
action, and demonstrated the value of the system. 
After the 66:h shot, 55th of the offixial test, whicn 

ave a pressure cf over 75.000 ibs. per square 
nob, the gun was carefully star-gauged, and 
the impressions taken at several points in the bore. 
Toe result of the star-gauging showed that not the 
slightest enlargement had taken placein the bore 
of the guo. Is the chamber a few variations of 
about one thousandth of an inch were noticed. 
These are entirely immaterial and occur in the 
chamber of all guns; probably due to settling to- 
gether of the parts. We have thus demonstrated 
the soundness of the theory of communition of 
parts, in order to utilize tothe utmos: the special 
elasticity of the metal. The enormous elastic 
strength of this system of gun construction has, in 
my opinion, been conclusively demonstrated. The 
impressions taken of the bore of the gun showed 
that under the enormous sirain to which this gun 
bas been submitted, that the front end of the liner 
has turned slightly in tne bore. Tne liner was 
keyed only in the rear end, it having been assumed 
that the friction and the torsional strength of the 
metal would be sufficient to prevent turning. lt is, 
however, manifest that in a gun intended to use 
such excessive pressures, the liner must be keyed 
from end toend. Tuis is nota dificult mechanical 
problem, and will be done hereafter. No change 
will, however, be made in the present liner untila 
sufficient number of additional snots have been fired 
to determine if any further motion will take place. 
It goes without saying that this does not in acy way 
affect the system, being a mere detail of construc- 
thon. 

The only o'her point of any importance dis- 
closed by the exawmiuation was that the lines be- 
tween the segments were plainly marked on the 
impressions. ‘ihe lines showed wiih equal distinct. 
pess at or near the muZz'e as they did vear the shot 
cbamber. As no impressions were takenof the 
bore before the gun was fired, it is impossible to 
say whether the lines would have shown as clearly 
toen as vow; or whether these lines are due to the 
action of powder gas. The gun will be again star- 
gauged, and impressions taken after the hundredth 
round. Before this time an additional 45 snots wiil 
bave been fired since the examination. with pres- 
sures of 50000 lbs. per square inch. Suca a severe 
test will cwarly show whether these marks are or 
are not due to scoring. 

However, even if due to scoring, it does not in any 
way affect the vaiue of thia system of gua 
construction, but merely demonstrates that in or- 
der to increase the life of a gun a Chase liner should 
be used. It bas already been demonstrated that we 
can sifle upon a segmental bore; and that a liner is 
not essential to the system. The use of a liner will, 
of course, on smommaen | increase the life, and 
hence the vaiue of a gun. The terms of 
tne test prescribed by the Government authorizes 
the relining of the gun whenever necessary, such 
action not affecting the vaiue of the system, except 
that the life of the liner would be taken into con- 
sideration. In conciusion, I would state that the 
first seventy-four rounds of the official test have 
demonstrated, beyond question, the soundness of 
ali the claims made for the gun. In my opinion, 
the Brown segmental system of wire gun construc- 
tion is, theoretically and practically, the strongest 
system of gun construction in existence to-day.

NEW YORK STATE CAMP OF [NSTRUOLION. 
THE ARTILLERY WEEK. 


A GLoRIovs finish to a most successful week, and 
ahappy conclusion t> the N-w York State Gann, 
, Was when on Saturday morning, August 5, 
after the regulation salute from Capt. Weadel’s 
guns and the lowering of the National and State 
Colors, the three light batteries fil-d out of ca ao 
aod took up the march for New York City. Cast 
ear’s Legislature passed an appropriation of $5,000 
a week's outdoor work by the batteries of cue 
lst Brigade, and Gen. Porter wisely determined 
that instead of each organization spending its week 
in some out of the way place on Long [slaad, he 
would kesp the State camp open for one week longer 
and bave these batteries uader his personal super- 
vision as well as under the eyes of the Army [aspec- 
tors at th- Post. It was proposed that tne orgaal- 
gations shou/d march to the camp, bivouackiag on 
the way, and the interest was greatly, enbanced 
when it became known that Light Battery K. Ist 
U. 8. Artillery, from Fort Hamilton, had accepted 
the iavitation of the Adju'ant General and would 
spend the week in camp with the State Troops. Lo 
addition one company of infantry under M:+j>r Geo, 
OC. Uochran, of the 13;b Regiment, was attavbed to 
the column, the objsct being to test the merits of 
the new packs on a long march and under a severe 
strain. The result of this test will;be given in the 
official report of Msjor Oockran. 

The troops were ordered to assemble Saturday, 
July 29, at the armory of the 221 Regimeat, the 
maroh to commence at 11 o’clock a.m. The infaotr 
company was giveo a two hour start, and thoug' 
the rain came down in heavy and repeated showers, 
the company reachei Van Cortland Park, the first 
stopping place, in exceilent shape. Tae breaking 
of ao axle of one of the wagons of the 21 Bittery 
delayed the start, and it was high noon before the 
bugles sou ded “ forward;"’ but then the storm had 
passed and the command presented a handsome ap- 
pearance as it pas-ed up the 8B pulevard, with Uapt. 
John W. Dillenback, lst U.S. Artillery, in command, 
Nothing of importance ovcurred during thw 15 mile 
mareh and the troops reached the camp grouad 
about 4 P. mM, guns were quickly parked, horses 
picketed and before 7 o'clock everything was in 
order. 

* Boots and Saddles” sounded at6a. m., Sunday, 
and the column started oo its sevvad day's 
march, the objsctive point being Croton, 28 miles 
distant. A short rest was made for lunch ata point 
between Dobbs Ferry aod irviog'on, and the * for- 
ward” was again souacded at 1 Pp. Mm. Considerable 
difficulty was bad with the heavy vaus which carried 
the camp supplies, the many steep hills encountered 
being a sore trial to tne poor draft horses, The 
second haliing piace was reavhed about 7 P. M., aad 
as the wagons of the U. 8. Battery had noc arrived 
the National Guardsmea tovk the R+gulare ia bea 
and promptly shared their ratioas witn them. The 
infaatrycompany stood the test bravely, and though 
cumobered with the heavy packs were but @ saort 
time behind the artillery, aod though their wagon 
had brokea dowa and they were witaouc teats or 
biankets, to their credit be it said that there was 
pot a grumbier in their camp. 

After a good night's rest and a hearty breakfas 
M jor Cochran's men started op tne last maroh o 
15 wiles ia excelienat condition, aad reacaed the 
camp shortly after1P. mM, tired and dusty, but full 
of lifeand vim. Tow bacteries reacned camp half 
an hour later. As there were no ceremonies tae men 
spent the afteruoon and evening in groomiag tae 
horses, cleaning aad oiling tone guas, aad puttiag 
their tents in order. At tattoo the camp was in 
perfect shape.

on. Reliefs were posted in a slovenly and careless 
manner, men ——— in some instances strolling back to 
their company st 8 as s00n as relieved. This sort of thing 
was evidently a ee in the side of the officers in camp, 
who manif the greatest chagrin and disgust, but seem- 
ed to hesitate long before reproving the negligent sentries 
belonging to other commands than theirown, The fact that 
fully 60 per cent. of the menin camp were recent recruits, 
perbaps explains their negligence.

At 9.45 battalions were formed on their parade grounds 
and extended order drill entered upon with vigor and 
spirit, the battalion in extended order beimg, for the first 
time, the programme. The 2d had out three battalions, two 
of four companies, one of three companies, of 12 files each, 
under Majs. Currie, Jackson and Muzzy. Their work wae, 
considerivg that this was the first drill of the battalions in 
formation for attack, sur “yn! goed.

Their company street was splendidly policed, 
and their uniforms and equipmentsin perfect order at all 


times. 

The Hospital and Ambulance Corps of the Ist Brigade, 
composed of 14 men, who have been trained principally by 
Lieut. Heroid, an ex-Regular of experience and energy, 
gave an interesting drill in front of headquarters in the 
afternoon. The corps and surgeons had plenty to do duria 
the first few days in camp, when over 150 men were ill, wit 
symptoms of oxalic acid poisoning, and did their duty 
nobly. 

The regiments were again out for drill in the afternoon, 
and great improvement over the work of the morning was 
shown. A review by Maj.-Gen. Piume was held at5 P.M., 
July 28, and was a repetition of the review of tne day be- 
fore, and evening parades were the last of the active work 
of tbe brigade in camp. The troops were paid off and re- 
turned home on eetureag. 

To summarize, Camp Werts was, in yf es one of 
the most successful in the history of the N. G. N. J. No Na- 
tional Guard brigade ever went into camp more bandi- 
capped by the necessity to taking with it “raw recruits,” 
and disorganized by the obliteration of old company and 
regimental lines.

Wits Col. C. B. Hunt in command, at a few minutes af- 
ter qnombly call at 8 A. M., Monday, July 2, the Ist Regi- 
ment of Infantry, O. N.G., composed of 11 companies di- 
vided into three battalions and a brass 6-pounder emerged

First night in camp is usually considered by the National 
Guard a pastime, a sort of an intermiseion bet veen city life 
and camp duties. Not so with the First. There was no bilar- 
ity, no rushing for passes, and at taps nothing but the 
measured tread of the sentries and a few scresms of owls 
and cranes could be heard, and this state of affairs was not 
because the men were fatigued, but merely discipline. 

Reveille at 5 a. m., Tuesday, found every man alert. Re- 
gimenta!l drill at 7; guard mount at 9.15; company drill at 
10.30 ; officers schoo! at 8, and dress parade at 6, with other 
duties, passed away the days.

Ws learn thet the new post, Fort Bliss, near E! Paso, Tex., 
will be practically completed and ready for occupation 
early in September. It is entirely distinct from the old post 
and situated on a level plateau nearly two buodread feet 
above the valley of the Rio Grandeand about five miles 
portbeast of El Paso, The military reservation comprises 
over 1,200 acres of ground, 

The principal buildings are fourteen separate buildings 
for officers’ quarters—six of which are quarters for captains 
and eight for lieutevants—three double buildings contaio- 
ing querters for six non-commissioned staff sergeants, two 
double barracks, each containing quarters for two com 
Pavies witb entirely detschea outhouses that contain bath- 
rooms, washrooms, closets, etc., for the enlisted men ; 
large two-story consolidated mess-hal] with capacity for boo 
wen inthe dining room on the first floor aod admioistra 
tion efices of the post on the second fi or, with kitcben in 
rear fully «quipped with all the best modern appliances for 
steam cookiug; a lerge two-story storehouse and a stable 
for the Q. M. Department, a two-story hospital, and a 
guardbouse. 

The post bas present accommodations for four com- 

pies, with general permanent teatures in the way of mess- 
Dg facilities, waterrupply and sewerage, that would en- 
able the Department to extend ital most inde fiaitely by sim- 
ply building additional quarters for officers and enlisted 
men.
